Right away, you might notice that the format of this guide is a bit different from others you may have seen. The 
information in the walkthrough has been broken down into smaller pieces to make it easier for you to find what you’re 
looking for, and to help you get a better sense of the overall picture. Rather than smothering you with a hand-holding 
walkthrough, we’ve provided you with a list of the important objectives at each stage of the game. This has enabled us 
to keep the text to the point, plus it helps to prevent us from giving away the plot. In fact, our goal is for you to be able 
to read a section of the guide and know exactly what you need to do, without knowing anything about the surrounding 
plot lines. 

Here’s a quick rundown of what you’ll find in the guide: 

Game Basics: A quick refresher on the basic mechanics of the Final Fantasy world. This is a good section to read when 
you’re first getting started. 

Character Section: Everything you could ever want to know about each of the major players in Final Fantasy VIII. 

This is where you’ll learn about each character’s Limit Break and Weapons. 

Walkthrough: Our new “experiment” in walkthroughs. We think you'll find this section much easier to follow than 
other strategy guides. We’ve done our best to ensure that you have absolutely everything you need to not just beat the 
game, but to destroy the game! 

Items: A complete list of the items available in Final Fantasy VIII. You’ll also find information on how you can use and 
refine the various items into other items and magic spells. Keep this section close by, because it will come in handy. 

Guardian Forces: If you know Final Fantasy, you know all about summoning creatures to aid you in battle. Final 
Fantasy VIII takes this idea to the next level with the introduction of Guardian Forces. Not only do they help you in battle, 
they determine nearly everything about your character. Discover how you can turn an everyday mercenary into a legendary 
hero through the art of Junctioning. 

Magic: Final Fantasy VIII introduces the brand new Draw System. Even if you’ve played a Final Fantasy game before, 
you'll want to check out this section and learn all about the new spells and effects. 

Card Game: Learn more about Triple Triad, Final Fantasy VIII’s built-in card game. Not only is this game fun, it can 
make a huge difference in how fast you build up your party. Plus, you’ll find out how to get every single rare card. 

Side Quests and Secrets: No Final Fantasy would be complete without a few Side Quests, and this game has more 
than ever. Check out the cool Alien Encounter, and discover the hidden Deep Sea Research Center. 

Bestiary: You won’t believe this section until you see it. This is by far THE MOST COMPLETE bestiary you’ve ever 
seen. Anything and everything you could possibly want to know is here. You can even learn which monsters can boost your 
favorite character’s stats using the new Devour ability. 

Maps: Having trouble finding your way around? This map section will guide you through and make it easier to find 
hidden draw points and secret rooms. 

So, what are you still reading this for? Get back to the greatest RPG of all time and come back here when you need 
us. Remember that half the fun of a Final Fantasy game is discovering new things and figuring out the game on your 
own. Try to avoid reading ahead, and even consider playing through the game once on your own before using this guide. 
We want you to enjoy this guide, but we want you to enjoy Final Fantasy VIII even more. 







This chapter will provide some of the basics of playing Final Fantasy VIII. 
Topics include exploring in and out of towns and dungeons, using the Draw System, 
building up characters, collecting and refining items, and battling enemies. 

Final Fantasy VIII has a wonderful built-in Tutorial in the Main Menu. I sug¬ 
gest you check it out to learn even more about the game. 


(Basks of 


A large part of any Final Fantasy game is exploring towns, dungeons, moun¬ 
tains, and any other place important people or objects might be hiding. Why is this 
so important? Because talking to people will help you to better understand the 
events going on around you. As rich as the story line is, speaking with the people 
of a village under attack by a horde of misguided soldiers will help you better 
understand the who, what, why, and where of it all. It’s one thing to know that a 
giant machine is damaging some buildings, but think about how much more 
moving the plot becomes when you find out what an impact the destruction 
has had on the townspeople. 

Besides just building the plot and enriching the characters, talking also helps 
guide you through the game. Sometimes you may get stuck out in the open without 
any real guidance, but speaking with just a few people may help you realize what 
your next move should be. 

People you meet will also sometimes try to assist you by giving you items or 
leading you to hidden objectives off the main plot. Usually, such items and sub 
quests offer players huge advantages over those who choose not to partake in them 
or completely overlook them. No matter how you look at it, exploration is a vital 
part of Final Fantasy VIII, and you should never be afraid to go looking for alterna¬ 
tives to what you’re being told. 

Here are some basic things you should keep in mind while exploring: 

• Use Save Points often when inside dungeons and cities. When on the World Map, make sure you save before 
entering any new location. This will save you a lot of frustration in the long run. 

• Talk to everyone, and then talk to them again. Most people have more than one thing to say. Never assume that 
someone has told you everything they have to tell. You should periodically return and speak with various people to 
see if their reactions have changed. 

• Keep a close eye on your characters' stats. You never know when you 
might run into a nasty creature. Always try to keep everyone reason¬ 
ably healthy, and keep a good supply of items that remove 
abnormal status effects just in case you need them. 

• Consider keeping multiple saved games. There may be a 
time when you want to return to a part in the game to get 
something that you missed or to relive a particularly cool 
scene. You might even want to try a different approach to 
a Boss fight or something similar. Use an entire memory 
card just for Final Fantasy VIII, if you can swing it. 

• The enemies in Final Fantasy VIII level up as your characters 
level up. If you spend a lot of time fighting in one area, you' 
soon notice that your enemies are growing stronger and are 
learning new tricks and spells. 

• Some save points are considered to be "Hidden," 
meaning they're invisible. You can see these Save 
Points by Junctioning an active character with the 
Move-Find ability. 
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Your Chqractsre) --- 

This aspect of the game works a bit differently from past Final Fantasy games. Characters still gain experience by defeating enemies, and then level up when 
they reach a predetermined amount of accumulated experience points. However, now all that is required to go up a level is 1000 experience points, regardless of 
the level you’re trying to achieve. The flip side to this is that your characters’ stats increase less from level to level than they have in past Final Fantasy games. 

This being the case, you’ll have to rely more on Junctioning with Guardian Forces (GFs), which is discussed later in 
this book. By Junctioning, you can quickly raise a character’s stats, but what you raise and by how much is determined 
largely by the GFs you have and the magic you’ve stocked. This also means that you must decide which stats and charac¬ 
ters you want to give priority to, and which ones you’ll choose to ignore. Overall, this enables you to do a great deal of 
customization, but getting your characters to where you want them to be is very time consuming and requires a great deal 
of patience. 

One aspect of character improvement you have a large amount of control over 
is the remodeling of weapons. Remodeling requires that you collect specific items 
in certain amounts. It also requires the assistance of a Junk Shop or the Junk Shop 
ability. Remodeling isn’t expensive, but it can be difficult to find the items you 
need to remodel your weapons. 

One of the best ways to find these items is to collect cards, which you can do by playing Triple Triad with various 
people in the game. Then after collecting some cards, you can use the Card Mod ability to transform the cards into the 
necessary items. However, some items you’ll have to find, steal, or get by defeating enemies. Refer to each individual 
character’s section for more information on upgrading that character’s weapons. 

Things to keep in mind about improving your characters: 

• There are items and abilities that can increase a characters stats over time or immediately. "Up" items (i.e. Str Up, Spr Up) can 
raise a specific stat by one point. Characters can Junction "Bonus" abilities (i.e. HP Bonus, Mag Bonus) that boost a particular 
stat each time the Junctioned character goes up a level. You can even use the Devour ability to slowly raise some stats by eating 
just the right enemies. 

• As the spells you collect improve, you should take a moment and examine each character's stats to ensure that your party is 
optimally Junctioned. If you don't want to waste time, you can have the game do this for you automatically by selecting the 
"Auto" function. 

• Characters who don't take part in battles, don't receive experience points. You should avoid letting a single character get too far 
behind everyone else. 

• Although Weapons Monthly Magazines will tell you about new weapons, you don't have to have them to remodel any particular 
weapon. All you need is the proper items in your inventory, and the option to remodel will appear whether or not you've seen the 
weapon in a magazine. So, technically, you could get the best weapons in the game as early as Disc Two as long as you know 
what items you're looking for and where to find them. 




Draw jjv&iziu} 


You’ll soon learn that Final Fantasy VIII’s Draw System is unique in a lot of ways. Magic Points (MP) are a thing of the past. A magic user is no longer 
limited to the spells his/her class or job type can learn. Rather, magic is “drawn” from enemies. Draw Points, and refined from items. Outside of battle, you 
can stock magic for later use. In battles, you can draw magic for immediate use or completely stock up on powerful spells that you can later Junction with a 
Guardian Force. 

Before you get started, you should learn about Draw Points. These are blue/white or purple/white points found in var¬ 
ious locations around the world. A character Junctioned with a Draw command can stock magic from a Draw Point for 
later use. Each Draw Point is unique. Some have weak magic, while others contain forbidden spells that are much more 
difficult to find. After using a Draw Point, it may take a while before you can draw from it again. This varies a great deal 

from Draw Point to Draw Point. Some refill almost immediately, while others may 
never fill again. 

There are three types of Draw Points noted in this book: Seen, Unseen, and 

Hidden. Seen Draw Points are those you’ll see without special aid. Unseen 
Draw Points are those that are tucked away behind something, like a book 

shelf. Although Unseen Draw Points may not be visible to you, it doesn't mean that they’re invisible. They are 
typically the hardest kind to find. Hidden Draw Points are usually out in the open, but they’re invisible to the 
naked eye. To locate them, you must either randomly search an area, or Junction the Move-Find ability on an 
active character, which turns all Hidden Draw Points into Seen Draw Points. Knowing these terms will help you 
a great deal in using this book. Draw Points tend to provide anywhere from 1 to 15 of a spell. This is often deter¬ 
mined by the Draw Point’s refill rate and by the length of time since you last drew magic from it. 

Refining magic from items requires special Guardian Force abilities. There are many different types, such as T 
Mag-RF and Mid Mag-RF. T Mag-RF enables you to refine Thunder magic from some items. Mid Mag-RF 
enables you to refine mid-level spells from low-level spells. For example, you can transform 5 Thunder spells 



















































into one Thundara spell using the Mid Mag-RF ability. Overall, 
this is the most efficient way to build up your magic stock, 
because it often enables you to get spells way before you could 
draw them from an enemy. 

The most common way to build up your magic stock is to 
draw them from enemies. During battle, you can use the Draw 
command to absorb magic from an enemy. The number drawn 
from an enemy varies from as much as 9 to as little as 1. It’s 
possible that an attempt at drawing may fail. This is usually due 
to a character’s low magic skill, but can sometimes be caused by 
the type of magic. Higher level magic is much tougher to draw than lower level magic. 

Some more things you should know about the Draw System: 

• As monsters level up, their spell inventory changes. Higher level monsters carry better magic than their lower level 
cohorts. 

• You can find Draw Points on the World Map. Check places like train tunnels, bends along an island coast, tips of 
peninsulas, and bridges. These Draw Points are ALWAYS hidden, and you can't see them even if you have the 
Move/Find ability equipped. 

• Enemies can draw magic from your party members. This is a very rare occurrence, but some enemies can draw 
magic from you and cast it on your party. Others simply draw magic from you and "eat" it. It's also possible for a 
stock of a spell to be completely blown away. 

• There is a limit as to how much magic you can carry. A character can carry 100 of a single spell and 32 different 
spells. If you start to get overloaded, give some of your weaker magic to inactive characters, or refine it into 
stronger magic. You can also throw spells away by simply using the # button. 
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Most items are gained after battles. Defeated enemies 
will often drop one or more of an item. The item an enemy 
drops depends on its level and pure luck. Eventually, you’ll 
also learn how to steal items from your enemies using the 

Mug ability. This makes it all the more easier to quickly amass a large stock of some of the 
easier-to-find items. Keep in mind that the items you can steal from an enemy can be very 
different from the items that they drop. 

A more efficient way of getting items is to refine them from cards. Using the Card Mod 
ability, you can quickly acquire hard-to-find items. If you’re willing to put the effort into it, 
you can actually upgrade weapons earlier and teach Quistis several types of Blue Magic. 

Other things you should know about items: 

• The maximum number you can hold of any one item is 100. Any time 
you have 100 of an item, and you acquire more of that item in battle, 
the additional items are lost. If you have 100 of an item you don't use 
much, consider refining it into something else or selling some of your 
stock. 


Enemies can have as many as four items that they randomly drop. 
The items an enemy drops depends on its level. To determine its level, 
simply Scan the enemy in battle to check its level. Using this infor¬ 
mation, you can then refer to the Bestiary to determine which item 
the enemy will drop at that particular level. 


There are a ton—and I do mean a ton—of items in Final 
Fantasy VIII. Items come in all sorts of forms, and can be 
used in many ways. However, the most significant change is 
that you can refine some items into other items. It typically 
takes a large stock of an item to do any refining, but acquir¬ 
ing items has also been made easier from other Final 
Fantasy games. 











































(astsfes of - 

Battles play a huge role in all Final Fantasy games. The fate of an entire world often relies upon the outcome of a single battle against a seemingly unstop¬ 
pable foe. In the early stages of the game, you’ll have a good chance to learn how battles work and how to develop a routine you use for certain situations. As 
you delve deeper into the game, you should work on your speed and setup. By the end of the game, you should be able to fly through menus and quickly 

locate any item, spell, or ability. It may not seem like much, but the speed at which you act can make a huge difference in some cases. 

At the beginning of a battle there are several things that can happen: 

First Strike Your party has the jump on the enemy and can attack first, or run away in some cases. 

Struck First The enemy has the jump on your party, and can attack first or run away. 

Back Attack Either the good guys or the bad guys have sneaked up on the other, resulting in a free shot at their 
_ opponents’ backs. Any attack against a character’s backside causes twice the normal damage. 


All of these situations are random occurrences, but you can increase or decrease the odds with certain Guardian Force abilities. Obviously, catching an 
enemy in either of these situations is a great advantage, but being caught in such situations can be deadly. 


When a character’s HPs have been reduced to a fourth of his/her normal 
amount, the gauge will turn yellow as a warning that you desperately need to heal 
that character. More importantly, it also indicates that the character in question is 
set to perform a Limit Break. However, these Limit Breaks differ a bit from Final 
Fantasy VII, where Limit Breaks were built up over time as an enemy repeatedly 
struck a character. This is great for you, because it enables you to use it to your 
advantage. 

By keeping a character’s HPs in the yellow, that character can almost always 
use his/her Limit Break every turn. Don’t get too excited though; by doing so, you 
are risking death so this tactic isn’t recommended during tougher fights. 




Now just because your character’s HPs are in the yellow doesn’t mean that the Limit Break will always be available. Instead, there’s just a chance that it 
will appear. The odds are directly linked to the amount of HPs a character has remaining. For example, a character with 50 HPs will almost always get a Limit 
Break whereas a character with 500 HPs will not. So how do you beat the system? It’s easy. When a character’s ATB (Active Time Bar) fills, tap the Q button if 
that character’s Limit Break doesn't appear. In effect, this skips the character and gives him/her a second chance. However, don’t press too quickly, or you may 
miss the Limit Break if it appears. Each character’s Limit Breaks are different. Refer to the individual character sections for more details. 


During battle, there are many abnormal status effects that can be afflicted on your party and on the enemy. The following is a list of the various types:

Other things you should know about battles: 

• You can escape from battles by holding down the R2 and L2 buttons on your controller. However, you cannot escape 
from all battles. 

• Pressing the £ button skips a "ready" character so that you can get to another character whose ATB has filled. 

• Holding down the 0 button will automatically select the attack option and target the closest enemy. If you have the 
Cursor: Memory option selected in the Configuration menu, it will select the character's last action. Very, very 
handy. 

• You can remove an enemy's positive status effects (such as Haste, Regen, Double, Reflect, Triple, Protect, Shell, and 
Aura) by using Dispel magic. 


(The SedE) Rank) - 

Earning Gil is done a bit differently in Final Fantasy VIII than it was in Final Fantasy VII. Once Squall becomes a SeeD, Balamb Garden 
pays him a regular salary. In the past, you had to pick up Gil after hard-fought battles. The amount he’s paid is based on his SeeD Rank, 
which is a numeric ranking based on his actions taken throughout the game. 

The Dollet Field Exam close to the start of the game determines Squall’s initial SeeD Rank. There are seven categories Squall is rated on 
during the exam. Each one is worth the same amount, but the scores are determined very differently. You’ll find the details on each category 
and how its score is determined in the following information. 

As the game progresses. Squall’s SeeD Rank will fluctuate depending on his actions. It can rise or fall depending on the decisions you’ve 
made, your actions during some battles, and how many enemies you’ve defeated. It can take some time for your SeeD Rank to increase to the 
well-paid levels, but you can quickly raise it by taking a series of SeeD Written Tests. 

Written Tests are found in your submenu under the Tutorial heading. Each test is comprised of 10 true/false questions based on the world 
of Final Fantasy VIII. You must answer all 10 questions correctly to raise Squall’s SeeD Rank by one. There is no penalty for failing a 
Written Test, and you can take each test as many times as necessary to pass. 

Each Written Test is assigned a level. Squall can take tests up to the level he is currently at himself. For example, if Squall is at Level 15 
he can take Written Tests of Level 15 or lower. There are a total of 30 tests, and you can only pass each test once, so don’t take any tests you 
don’t have to when maxing out Squall’s salary. You may want to retake some tests later if Squall’s SeeD Rank takes a sudden dive.

This table discusses how Squall’s initial SeeD Rank is determined. SeeD Rank fluctuations are not all based on similar parameters.

The Dollet Mission Event determines your Conduct score.

As Squall attacks an enemy, you can significantly raise the damage caused by the attack by pressing the R1 button just before he makes 
contact. The timing is tricky at first, but soon it will become second nature. A good audio clue is to listen for the swipe of Squall's Gunblade. 
When you hear it, press Rl. This can also be used to enchance Seifer’s Gunblade attacks at the beginning of the game. 


(Squall's limit Break: Renzokuken} 


The Renzokuken is a series of Gunblade attacks that cause big damage. When the Limit Break begins, a bar appears at the bottom of the 
screen. As the light moves across the bar, press Rl when the light enters the small box near the end. Pressing Rl at the right time results in a 
much stronger attack. If you miss, Squall will still attack, but the attack will be much weaker. 

This function can be set to Auto in Squall’s Status Screen if you’re not comfortable with pressing Rl. You can also turn off the indicator 
box, and attempt to press R1 at the proper time without the indicator’s assistance. 

At the end of Squall’s Renzokuken, an ending attack will sometimes randomly occur. There are four possible ending attacks. Which 
ending attacks Squall can perform depend upon the weapon he’s carrying at that time. 

Rough Divide 

Squall finishes his Limit Break by charging at a single enemy and performing a rising slash. 

Fated Circle 

After leaping into the air, Squall twirls his Gunblade and releases a shockwave of energy that hits all enemies. 

Blasting Zone 

A column of light shoots out of Squall’s Gunblade. which he uses to crush his foes. 

Lion Heart 

Squall knocks a single enemy into the air, and then unleashes a devastating flurry of attacks. This is Squall’s strongest Limit Break in 

the game.

Final Fantasy V had 
the Blue Mage job class. Final Fantasy VI (III in the states) had a character named Gau, who would leap onto the enemies’ backs, and learn 
their attacks. In Final Fantasy VII, there was an Enemy Skill Materia that enabled a character to learn an enemy skill after getting hit with it. 
Obtaining Blue Magic is done a bit differently in Final Fantasy VIII, but the basic idea remains the same.

Book Store as long as you have taught the Tonberry GF the Familiar ability. 


When the Duel Limit Break is selected, a window appears at the bottom of the screen showing all of the available attacks. To the right is the time limit for 
the combo. If you don’t enter an ending attack before the time limit expires, the combo will end on its own. As you enter attacks, the main window will disap¬ 
pear and reappear with a new set of attacks. Typically, there are two to three options in each window. Sometimes only two moves appear in the window, but 
you’ll notice a blank spot at the bottom. At these times, you can input the Punch Rush (£ $) rather than the two options that appear in the box. 

Initially, this may seem difficult, but after learning the attacks you will have no trouble. The following chart lists combo strings that lead to ending attacks. 
Use these to boost your speed, because you’ll know exactly what to press next before the options even appear. You can also set Zell's Duel attacks to Auto in 
Zell’s Status Screen.

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Early in the game, Selphie’s Limit Break is extremely valuable because it enables you to access spells you probably won't see elsewhere 
for quite some time. In addition, Selphie has several types of magic that can’t be found anywhere else in the game: 

Full-Cure 

In early Boss fights, this spell will come in handy as it completely restores your entire party's HP. 

Wall 

This spell casts Protect and Shell on all party members. It’s a great defensive spell, but kind of rare. 

Rapture 

Rather than causing damage to an opponent, Rapture attaches angel wings to the enemy’s back and flies it right out of the battle. This 
spell is also rare, and doesn’t work against Bosses. 

The End 

This is Selphie’s strongest Limit Break, and perhaps the best one in the game. When Selphie casts this spell, the enemy is taken to a serene field of flowers, 
where it is put to rest The End works on regular enemies and Bosses, however, it doesn’t affect undead enemies. The End is the most difficult Limit Break to 
get in Selphie’s Slot menu. Your chances of getting it increase when Selphie's level is very high, and when she’s in danger of getting knocked out 

When you select Slot a menu opens in the bottom-left comer of the screen. You’ll then see a spell with a number next to it. The spell shown is what 
will be cast if you choose the cast option; the number indicates how many times the spell will be cast. If you want, choose the “Do Over’’ command to 
receive a different spell and number. Targeting of the spells is completely random, but Selphie will not cast protective/curative magic on enemies or attack 
magic on allies.

When in trouble, Irvine loads his weapon with special ammunition and assaults his opponents with a hail of bullets. After selecting Shot, 
choose the type of ammo you want Irvine to use. Consider your enemy before choosing. Do you need the wide-spread damage of Shotgun 
Ammo, or a powerful punch against a tough beast? 

When the Shot Limit Break begins, two windows appear. The one on the left shows which enemy(s) you’re targeting. Move the cursor up 
and down to switch targets while shooting. The window on the right indicates how much ammo is remaining, and the time before the Limit 
Break ends. 

Normal Ammo (Normal Shot) 

Inflicts a moderate amount of damage on one enemy, and reloads at an average speed. You can shift your aim between several targets 
while using this type of Ammo. 

Shotgun Ammo (Scatter Shot) 

Similar to Normal Ammo, Shotgun Ammo hits every enemy on-screen with each shot. 

Dark Ammo (Dark Shot) 

Similar to Normal Ammo, but each time you hit an enemy you have a chance of causing several abnormal status effects (Sleep, Blind, 
Poison, Silence, etc.) 

Fire Ammo (Flame Shot) 

This fire elemental ammo causes damage to all enemies on-screen. Effective against enemies weak against fire, but doesn’t work well on 
enemies resistant to fire magic. It will heal enemies that absorb fire magic.

Demolition Ammo (Canister Shot) 

Although it has a slow load time, it packs a strong punch. Its downside is that you can only target one enemy at a time, although you can 
still cycle through targets. 

Fast Ammo (Quick Shot) 

Think machine gun. It's not very strong, but you can quickly unload about 25 rounds into a group of enemies. This ammo’s speed makes 
up for its lack of power. Just make sure you have a healthy supply, or you’ll quickly run out. 

AP Ammo (Armor Shot) 

Armor Piercing (AP) Ammo is much better than the similar Demolition Ammo. It’s stronger than Demolition Ammo and the firing rate 
is much faster. 

Pulse Ammo (Hyper Shot) 

This is by far the best ammo you can find. It causes maximum damage to a single enemy, and has a great fire rate. Unfortunately, it’s 
difficult to come by. 

You can find, buy, or refine ammo. You need to refine most of the good stuff from rare items. Just make sure you keep an ample supply 
around, because you don't want to run out in the middle of a critical battle.

You could wait until you find five cards on the battlefield, 
but you can get a mediocre starting deck of Level 1 cards by stopping and talking 
to the person standing on the 2nd floor walkway. This deck isn’t very strong, but it 
will become a decent one with the addition of a few stronger cards, which won’t 
take long. 



Touring the SeeD Garden 

The Garden is very large and full of all kinds of activity. There are 10 major areas that you'll visit quite often, 
as well as several minor locations that you’ll only see at specific points in the story. The following information 
provides a brief rundown of the major locations and what you’ll find at each one. 


(Da/jj-jj/ury) - 

This is where you’ll find 
Squall’s room. At various 
times during the game, 
you’ll be asked to return 
here. You can use Squall’s 
bed to restore any lost Hit 
Points (HP) for your party 
members or GFs, or save 
your game using the Save 
Point.

Fortunately, there are several 
Draw Points throughout the Garden. Visit 
them all to get a headstart on your magic 
supply. 

Most Draw Points can be used an infinite 
amount of times, but you must wait for the Draw Point to refill after each 
Draw. However, some Draw Points can only be used once. Most of the 
time, it takes a while for the Draw Point to refill, so don’t wait around. An 
easy way to tell whether or not you can draw from a Draw Point is by its 
color. Full Draw Points are purple, while empty Draw Points are Blue. 




Meet Quistis at the Front Gate when you're ready to go. Once she joins your party, you’ll want to equip her 
with one of the GF’s you received earlier. It isn’t necessary to equip her with a GF, but without one she’ll only 
be able to attack during battle. 


Once outside, you should take some time to prepare for the Fire Cavern. First, you should look for a few 
enemies in particular that have some valuable magic. Bite Bugs live in the grassy areas and have Scan and Fire 
magics, which enables you to examine an enemy's HP and weaknesses. Glacial Eyes also live in the plains, and 
they have Blizzard, Scan, and Cure magic. Stockpile both types of magic, because they'll be extremely helpful 
in the Fire Cavern. Along the beach south of the Garden you'll find Fastitocalon-Fs, which also have Blizzard 
magic, but they are also worth 3 AP each.

By the time you enter the Fire Cavern, you should have a large supply of Blizzard and Cure magic. Remember that both 
Quistis and Squall can hold 100 of each type of magic, and there’s no limit as to how much magic you can draw from a single 
monster. 

It’s also a good idea to boost Squall’s and Quistis’ vital stats by stocking up on a couple of other spells. Using Quezacotl 
to junction 100 Sleep spells to a character’s Magic boosts the Magic stat by a whopping 12 points. This will help immensely 
during the first Boss fight. 

Additionally, you can teach Quezacotl T Mag-RF (Thunder Magic-Refine), which uncovers the skill Mid Mag-RF 
(Mid-Level Magic-Refine). Learning the Mid Mag-RF ability will enable you to refine one Blizzara from five Blizzard spells. 
This is particularly useful in the Fire Cavern, because most of the enemies inside have a weakness against Ice magic. Blizzara 
is even more useful in defeating the Fire Cavern’s Boss. 


Map Draw Points) - 


Scattered around the World Map are invisible Draw Points. You’ll find one such Draw Point 
hidden at the entrance to the train tunnel just east of Balamb. This one contains the Esuna spell, 
which you won’t see much of until later in the game. Always check train tunnels and other odd 
places on the World Map for Draw Points. 



Quistis’ Limit Breaks are based on Blue Magic, which is a type of magic used by monsters. 

By collecting special items, Quistis learns new types of Blue Magic, which she can later use in

The rest of the times 
you can dodge the Boss if you react quickly and just keep moving. 
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The one time you must fight occurs when X-ATM092 first appears; everything 
else can be dodged. There are three tricky spots to be aware of. The first is the 
, cliff Selphie jumped down earlier. On this screen, you should ALWAYS use the 
D-pad on your controller and not the Analog Stick. When using the Analog Stick, 
\ SquaW tends to get hung up on the curved path. With the D-Pad, the game auto¬ 
matically compensates and pushes Squall and the others around the obstacle. 


The second tricky spot is the leftmost, downward mountain path. About 
halfway down the path, use the ▲ button to WALK down the path. Walking will 
prevent you from losing your balance when the Boss' heavy footsteps leave the 
party immobile and vulnerable. 



The third trouble spot is the bridge, where X-ATM092 leaps over the party to 
cut them off. When this happens, run back the way you came—but not too fast! 
X-ATM092 will jump back over the party again attempting to cut them off a sec¬ 
ond time.

After graduation, you’ll receive your initial SeeD Rank based on your actions 
in the Fire Cavern, around the Garden, and during the Field Exam. A good starting 
rank is typically around a six. From this point forward, you’ll receive regular pay- 
checks from SeeD based on your SeeD Rank. The higher your rank, the more 
you’re paid. Your SeeD Rank will fluctuate throughout the game based upon your 
actions. Fulfilling your orders flawlessly and efficiently can sometimes boost your 
rank, whereas a failed mission or incorrect decision can lower it.

There are a total of 30 tests that 
you can take, however. Squall cannot take a test higher than his current level. For 
example, if Squall is at Level 14, he can only take the first 14 tests.

Her dog begins the game knowing two tricks, but you can learn several others by col¬ 
lecting issues of Pet Pals magazines. 

Each issue of Pet Pals magazine teaches a new trick. You found one earlier on the train to 
Timber, and you can find a second issue lying on Rinoa’s bed after the strategy meeting. 

Use the magazines by reading them in your inventory. Then enter Rinoa’s status menu in the 
main menu and flip through the pages until you reach Angelo’s screen. Tricks with a full red bar are learned tricks and can be 
used in battle. Empty bars represent unlearned tricks. To learn an unlearned trick, highlight the unlearned trick and exit the 
main menu. As Rinoa walks around, the trick is slowly learned. When you hear a tone while walking around, you’ll know the 
trick has been fully learned and you can choose another.

Because Gerogero is an undead creature, it has a weakness to Holy and Curative 

magic. You probably won't have any Holy magic yet, - 

so instead you'll need to rely upon Cure and Cura. 

You can cast Double on everyone, and then constantly 
hit Gerogero with Cure and Cura. Gerogero also has a 
weakness to Fire, so Ifrit should be particularly effective in 
this battle. 


There is a one-hit kill option in this battle. Using a 
Phoenix Down, Elixir, or a X-Potion on 
Gerogero will destroy this Boss instantly. 

Because curative magic and items have reverse 
effects against the undead, a Phoenix Down—which normally restores life- 
causes instant death. The X-Potion and Elixir—which heal a person entirely^ 
removes all HP of the undead. At this point of the game, you're probably 
more likely to have a Phoenix Down because Elixirs and X-Potions are more 
difficult to find.

There are many things to find while exploring the excavation site. Some of these items might seem pointless, 
but you should take the time to seek them out nonetheless. 

You can find two Old Keys scattered throughout 
the second level of the excavation site. You can’t see 
either key on the ground, but if you search the 
ground in the right area they aren’t too difficult to 
find. The first is located near the beginning of the 
lower level, close to the Confuse Draw Point. Climb 
down the ladder, and stay near the left-hand side as 
you walk down the tunnel. The second Old Key is at 
the first crossroad close to a pile of debris. You can’t 

keep the keys; regardless of what you do, Laguna always happens to lose them. 
Don’t bother looking around for them again, because they’re gone for good. 

In another area, you’ll find three gray panels on the ground. Laguna can tamper 
with a lever from one of the panels to set a trap for the Esthar Soldiers. Once you 
pull the lever, you won’t be able to cross the panels again.

You can differentiate between the two by their stance and color. Always eliminate the Cyborg soldiers first, 
because of the greater threat that they pose. 


In the last battle. Ward and Kiros are hit with an 
attack called Soul Crush that reduces their HP to 
one point each.

Typically, Irvine doesn’t need special ammunition 
to use his gun.

The layout of the tomb is simple, but it can be very confusing until you get your bearings straight. What makes this area so 
confusing is that, unlike other maps, when you enter a new screen the perspective is always over Squall’s shoulder. This really 
doesn't present a problem until you start to backtrack and forget that left is now right and right is now left. 

A simple strategy to follow is to go to the right at every intersection. By doing so, you stay on the outer loop and you can 
hit all of the rooms along the outside in the proper order. Also, following this route will eventually return you back to the 
entrance.

This 
gives you specific information on each of your characters, so you can see which char¬ 
acter you’re using the most and who’s fought the best. Access the Character Report 
using the Information headings under the Tutorial section of the Main Menu. 


On your way up the floors to save Squall, there are several prisoners who will play 
I cards with you—but at a price. Fortunately, however, each one has an item to give you 
I if you win. On the 5 th and 11 th Floors, you'll find prisoners who will give you a ran- 
| dom item if you can defeat them. The person on the 5 th Floor charges 500 Gil per 

game, while the person on the 11 th Floor charges 200 
Gil per game. The items you’ll receive vary from a 
Potion to much better items like an HP Up. 


If you want to have a little fun, try casting Zombie on both Biggs and Wedge. You can then instantly 
kill them by using a couple of Phoenix Downs or life spells. However, it's more fun to cast Regen on 
both of the "Zombied" Bosses, which acts like poison. You can also speed up the effect by casting 
Haste on them. As noted earlier, this is an easy fight, so don't be afraid to goof around a little.

There’s a place to scan an ID Card between the two doors inside the first building. Don’t 
worry about finding an ID Card. A member of your party will have found one inside the stolen 
vehicle earlier. 


You can toy around a bit with the Missile Control Panel. 
Choose to go to the Equipment inspection screen and you'll see 
the equipment used by the Galbadian Army. Hold down both the 
$ and qi buttons and press up or down on the control pad. The 
scene will switch to either a dancing Galbadian Soldier or Elite 
Soldier. Pretty strange stuff. 


To Do 


Your goal is to sneak through the base and sabotage the missile 
launch. To do so, speak with all the soldiers scattered throughout the 
base and follow their orders. You’ll get the chance to sabotage the 
terminal in the circuit room, alter the missiles’ error ratio, disable the 
launch mechanism, and set the base to self-destruct. 

Along the way, you’ll have several options while talking to the 
soldiers. It’s best to always play it cool so you can keep your identity a secret until you reach the 
Launch Control Room. By doing so, you can quietly go about the process of sabotaging the base.

When setting the auto self-destruct mechanism, you’re given the choice of 10 to 40 minutes. You should only need 10 min¬ 
utes if you weren't found out. If you were found out, you shouldn't need more than 20 minutes. Choosing a time limit of 20 
minutes or less enables you to use the door in the room with the self-destruct device. This door is a quick shortcut to the base’s 
exit and much easier than backtracking through the base. 
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BGH251F2 is a heavy-duty battle 
tank with extremely powerful attacks. 

However, as solid is it might look, it's 
weak against Thunder, Earth, and 
Water magic, which makes destroying it 
much easier. 

To cut down on the damage 
caused by this Boss' attacks, you can 
draw Protect from it. However, if you're short on time, it's better 
to just hit the Boss hard with Quezacotl and other GFs (preferably 
not Brothers due to the length of the GF's 
animation). After destroying the Boss, the crew 
(two Galbadian Soldiers and an Elite Soldier) 
will remain behind to continue the fight.

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If you get caught, you’re forced to face random encounters inside the base and 
you won’t be able to change the missiles’ error ratio at first. Instead, you’ll have to 
set the self-destruct mechanism and then fight your way back into the base while 
the self-destruct countdown continues. During this time, it helps to have Diablos’ 
Enc Half or Enc None abilities to limit the random encounters you face. If you 
are forced into a random battle, you should immediately escape from it so as to 
limit the amount of time wasted. 


To access the missiles’ Control Panel, you 
must get an ID Card and a password from the 
downed Soldier next to the Launch Control Room 
stairs. The downed Soldier will only appear once 
you reach the base’s entrance. Quickly return to 
the Control Panel, get the Soldier’s ID and pass¬ 
word (“EDEA”), and then access the Control 
Panel.

Although Abadon is weak against Fire and Holy magic, neither 
will cause as much damage as the Recover ability. Use it on 
Abadon to cause 9999 points of damage against this Boss. Also, 
Alexander's Revive ability (if you have it) can instantly kill Abadon. 
You can also accomplish this by using a Phoenix Down, just like 
the Gerogero Boss fight earlier in the game. Also, avoid casting 
Curaga against the Boss, because it doesn't cause much damage.

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During your first visit to Esthar (while dropping off Rinoa), you 
should seek out the Presidential Aide wearing white and blue in front of 
the Airstation. After speaking with him, return to the Presidential Palace. 
Just outside the room where you left Rinoa and Odine, you’ll find the 
Presidential Secretary standing outside the door. Speak with him, and 

he’ll complain about the President’s 
growing collection of magazines. When 
he walks away, you can find the Occult 
Fan IV lying on the ground where he 
was standing. 


Once again during your first visit to Esthar, you should seek out a lone Esthar Soldier on a high 
in the center of the city. After speaking with him, proceed with the game. When Zell returns to Esthar 1 
speak with the soldier a second time before visiting Odine’s Lab. The soldier will say, “I’m done with this, 
and will leave behind the Combat King 004. 


Make sure you equip Ward and Kiros right away for their first battle. Each party member’s 
Junctions have been dropped, with the exception of Squall’s/Laguna’s. As you fight, be very care¬ 
ful against the Gesper. This creature has the powerful Degenerator attack. The Gesper can elimi¬ 
nate one of your characters with a single hit from this attack. 


As you pass through the Lunatic Pandora Lab, make sure you 
listen to Dr. Odine’s conversation. You’ll overhear a reference to a 
copy of Weapons Monthly. As you pass through the lab a second 
time, you’ll see it on the ground near the bottom of the screen. This 
is the first issue of Weapons Monthly ever to be published. 


At Dr. Odine’s Lab, you can’t get in the door in front of you. 
Ride the elevator up to the control room above, and use the brown 
switches on the wall to unlock the door below. Return to the ground 
loor to find Ellone. 
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The quickest way around Esthar comes courtesy of the lifts found virtually everywhere. These 
lifts will take you to all of the major attractions throughout the city, and you don’t need to visit 
most of the side paths. Don’t forget to stop at the Shopping Mall, where you’ll find a lot of good 
items for sale. This is especially true if you have the GF Tonberry’s Familiar ability, which adds 
a lot of items to each shop’s inventory. 


Free Items 


Sometimes the shops in 
Esthar will give you free items. Cloud's 
Shop will give you a Hi-Potion and an 
X-Potion. Johnny's Shop gives you a 
Hi-Potion and a Mega-Potion. Karen's 
Shop will randomly give you a Hi-Potion, 
and then a Mega-Phoenix later. The best 
item is the Rosetta Stone that Cheryl's 
Shop is giving away.

To leave Esthar, you can either rent a car or simply walk out. If you have the money, it’s 
worth paying the 3500 Gil to rent a car. You have a lot of distance to cover, and there are a lot of 
nasty creatures outside. If you choose to walk, you should use the elevator located in the center 
of the Rent-A-Car station.

There are four places you can visit in the area outside of Esthar: Lunatic 
Pandora Laboratory, Sorceress Monument, Lunar Gate, and Tears’ Point. All four 
locations are now highlighted on the World Map. 

Before you head for Lunar Gate, however, you 
should take a quick detour and go to Tears’ Point. 

I There’s a valuable item at Tears’ Point known as the 
Solomon Ring. To use it, you’ll need 18 items: six 
Steel Pipes, six Remedy+, and six Malboro 
Tentacles. This item enables you to summon the GF 
Doomtrain. Also, there are two Draw Points along the 
way. One contains Life, while the other has Reflect. 


You can get the necessary items by stealing Steel Pipes from Wendigos, using 
the Medicine Level Up ability to create Remedy*, and by stealing (or winning) 
Malboro Tentacles from Malboros. You don’t have to fight Doomtrain, and once 
you summon it, it joins you without putting you through another grueling test.

You only have 20 minutes to reach Lunatic 
Pandora before it completely passes over the city. 
This won’t be an easy task if you don’t know the 
city well, because you only have pictures of three 
areas to go by. If you miss Lunatic Pandora at one 
of the contact points, you must rush to the next 
one. The following information will guide you 
from each contact point to the next.

As soon as you leave Dr. Odine’s Lab, press the g) button to access the picture 
of where Lunatic Pandora will arrive next. Doing so should help you considerably. 
The first thing you will notice is that the lifts are all on the fritz for some reason, 
which means you must walk around the city. Also, you’ll notice that Galbadian 
forces have now infested the city, so there will be 
random encounters. 

Each time you reach the entry point of Lunatic 
Pandora, you’ll fight some Galbadian troops. They 
serve as a diversionary tactic to draw you away from Lunatic Pandora as it contin¬ 
ues to pass through the city. If you fail to defeat the troops quickly, Lunatic 
Pandora will pass you by and you’ll have to head to the next contact point. 
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Contact Point #1 (Center of the City) 





Arrives between 15:00 and 12:00 

From Dr. Odine’s Lab, head off the right side of the screen to 
the Central Gate and then take the path out through the top. Go up 
the stairs on the next screen and out the left side to reach the first 
contact point. 


Contact Point #2 (Skyway Crossing) 


Arrives between 10:00 and 5:00 


From the first contact point, head off the right side of the screen 
and back down the stairs. Exit via the path at the bottom, which 
places you back at the Central Gate. Head to the right through the 
Shopping Mall to an intersection two screens further. Go to the left 
from the intersection to find the second contact point. 


Contact Point #3 (North of the Shopping Mall) 

Arrives between 3:00 and 0:00 



From the second contact point, head back to the right and then 
down at the crossroads. This will place you at the third—and final— 
contact point. You must defeat the Galbadian guards in order to 
enter Lunatic Pandora at this contact point before the timer reaches 
0 : 00 . 


Once inside Lunatic Pandora, it doesn’t matter which way you 
go. What happens next is unavoidable, so don’t think you did any¬ 
thing wrong.

While on the Lunar Base, you can acquire the Alexander

Just your luck. The Ragnarok is full of nasty 
monsters known as Propagators. These creatures 
aren’t that tough, but they’re very strong and diffi¬ 
cult to kill off—permanently. By inspecting the 
computer terminals in the ship, you’ll discover 
that although Propagators may have a nasty 
nature, they do help each other out. If one gets 
killed, its partner will eventually come and revive 

it. This being the case, the only way to keep a Propagator from regenerating is to 

kill them in pairs. 

There are a total of eight Propagators on board 
the Ragnarok, with four color variations: Yellow, 
Green, Red, and Purple. The different colors mark 
the different pairs. Therefore, to clear the ship of 
Propagators you must eliminate them in colored 
pairs. Once you grasp this concept, the actual task 
isn’t nearly as tough. 
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Note 


When in battle, casting Blind and Silence 
on the Propagators severely limits their chances of 









inflicting any damage to your party members. You can 
make this easier by Junctioning 100 Pain spells to either 
Rinoa's or Squall's weapon, 


— 


Start with the Purple Propagator, the one you first saw on 
your way into the ship inside the Hangar area. After eliminating 
it, head through the cargo doors and take a quick left through the 
door in the corridor before the Red Propagator can attack you. 
The Purple Propagator is in the next room. 


After defeating the Purple Propagators, return to the previous 
room and eliminate the first Red Propagator. Now head back to 
the Hangar where you defeated the first Purple Propagator, and 
climb the stairs to the catwalk above. Apparently, this Red 
Propagator has made the catwalk its new home. 


With both the Red and Purple Propagators eliminated, it’s 
time to take on the Yellows. Return to the Air Room where you 
first entered the Ragnarok to find the first of the Yellow 
Propagators. After eliminating it, pass through the rooms you’ve 
already cleared to find the Passenger Deck. (The Passenger Deck 
is located through the doorway to the left of the Green 
Propagator standing on the elevator platform. Inside is an 
extremely aggressive Yellow Propagator. 


After eliminating the first six Propagators, it’s time to finish 
off the Green Propagators. Start with the one resting on the eleva¬ 
tor platform next to the Passenger Deck. Only one left! Head back 
down to the Hangar where you started this whole process, and 
you’ll see a small door on the right side of the back wall. The last 
of the Propagators is waiting inside. 

With all of the Propagators 
destroyed, the Ragnarok is yours to 
do with as you wish. Ride the ele¬ 
vator platform to the bridge and take 
the Ragnarok

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In case you haven't already noticed, you can 
land the Ragnarok at Esthar’s Airstation. Look for 
a building with a landing pad on top. When you’re 

*- over the building, a 

message appears 


with the name 
“Esthar/Airstation.” 

Press the $ button as 
you normally would to land and your party will 
appear outside the Airstation complex in Esthar. 
This is much easier than parking the Ragnarok out¬ 
side Esthar and walking across town. 
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Upon returning to Esthar, immediately check each party members’ Junctions. Zell and Rinoa 
are forced into your party, so they may not be Junctioned with GFs. Because the city is overrun 
with creatures, it would be a bad idea not to switch Junctions. 

Also, it’s been a while since Rinoa was last in your party. You should check her status and 
make sure Angelo is learning a new trick. Rinoa may also be several levels behind your other 
characters, so take good care of her during any upcoming battles. 




Last, but not least, Rinoa has a new type of Limit Break. With 
her new sorceress powers, she can choose to use the Angel Wing 
instead of calling on Angelo. Angel Wing enables Rinoa to cast a continuous chain of spells with 
out having them removed from her inventory. The down side is that you never know what spell 
will be next, plus you lose control of Rinoa for the remainder of the battle. The effect is similar ti 
having a party member “berserked,” except that in this case Rinoa uses magical attacks instead 
physical attacks. This effect also causes Rinoa’s magic strength to increase, thus inflicting more 
damage. 
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Challenge Laguna to a game of cards in his chamber, or once you’re on board the Ragnarok. 
If you’re lucky, you can win the Squall Card from him.

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Finding your way around Lunatic Pandora is a lot easier than it may seem at first. Find either 
Elevator Two or Elevator Three and ride down to the central hall where three elevators meet. Use 
Elevator One to reach a new area, and then just go straight ahead. There are a lot of side paths 
scattered throughout the area, but all eventually lead to a dead end. 
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Depending on the actions you took while exploring the Excavation Site (a.k.a. Lunatic Pandora’s Excavation Site), you may 
be able to locate some useful items and Draw Points. The following covers the action taken by Laguna in the past and the 
result in the present: 


As Laguna: 

Remove a lever from 
the middle floor panel 
to set a trap for the 
Esthar Soldiers.

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You’ll soon notice that random encounters inside Lunatic Pandora are too easy 
to be real. All the monsters you will encounter are level one monsters. So, 
although the battles are easy, your characters won’t receive much experience from 
the battles. 

Also, keep this in mind if you want to steal useful items like Energy Crystals 
from Behemoths. You may need to use the Lvl Up ability to strengthen your ene¬ 
mies. 
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You’re sure to run into a Behemoth or two while exploring Lunatic Pandora. 
Behemoths carry a useful item called Barrier, which enables Quistis to learn the 
protective Blue Magic, Mighty Guard. You can either steal this item, or wait for 
a Behemoth to drop one.

Like most machines, the Mobile Type 8 has a 
weakness to Thunder magic, so this is a good time to 
use Quezacotl. However, don't forget to steal items 
■1 \ from all three parts of this Boss (its main body and 
its probes). All three have great items ripe for the 
taking.

This Boss has two forms. The 
first is its normal form in which all 
three pieces are attached. This form isn't too dangerous, but it 
does counterattack whenever it's hit in the main body. This coun¬ 
terattack, Twin Homing Laser, only causes around 600 points of 
damage, so it isn't much of a concern. 



When the Boss shifts to its second form, it is 
preparing to use its ultimate attack, the Corona. 

This attack drains all three party members down 
to a single HP. When this occurs, immediately 
cease all attacks as a counterattack from one of 
the probes could kill one of your characters in 
this weakened state. Quickly begin healing or 
use your Limit Breaks, as each character should get the opportunity to use them. Using Limit Breaks is risky, 
but you may be able to defeat the Boss before it can counterattack, thereby eliminating the need to heal 
everyone. 

To quickly heal, draw Curaga from the Left Probe. This probably won't fully 
heal everyone, but it should be enough to keep everyone alive for now. If you 
use Limit Breaks, you should be able to destroy the Boss quickly as long as the 
Limit Breaks used are good ones. Whatever you do, act quickly or this Boss 
will quickly finish you off with its follow-up attack, Medigo Flame. This attack 
causes around 2000 points of damage to each party member.

After going through the sec¬ 
ond portal outside Ultimecia’s Castle, you’ll arrive in 
Centra’s Serengetti Plains area just a bit north of the 
Centra Ruins. Check the World Map and you’ll see a 
red dot southeast of your position. The red dot signi¬ 
fies the Ragnarok. To reach it, you need to find trans¬ 
portation across the ocean, and without the Garden, 
you must rely on Chocobos. 


While on foot, head to the northwest and wrap 
your way around the bay to the Chocobo Forest on 
the northeast tip of the Centra continent. Get a 
Chocobo and return the way you came. Ride the 
Chocobo to the southern border until you spot a 
beach. Ride across the ocean to the continent below, 
which will take you very, very close to Edea’s 
House. 





On the other side, you’ll find the Kashkabald Desert and the Ragnarok. 
There’s a fourth portal near the Ragnarok. Upon entering this portal, a new portal 
will appear in front of Ultimecia’s Castle. Now you can travel to this location any 
time you wish. 


From Edea’s House, travel to the east 
along the mountains. However, keep an eye 
out for a small pass through the middle of 
the mountain range.

After finding the Ragnarok, you can begin your hunt for the Queen of Cards and 
explore the world. The Queen of Cards is hiding in 
the Abadan Plains, just to the south of Esthar. 

You’ll find her near the escape pod crash site (the 
same place where you found Piet on Disc Three). 
Keep in mind that there's no visible sign of the crash 
from the World Map. To locate it, you must scour the 
southern tip of the plains until you enter the area.

Upon entering Ultimecia’s Castle, nearly all of your party members’ abilities 
are sealed off. This means you won’t be able to use Draw Points, draw magic from 
enemies, use Save Points, revive fallen characters, use magic, items, and GF 
Abilities, or perform Limit Breaks. In battle, your party members will only have the 
Attack command. Outside of battle, you can perform some basic tasks, like 
.functioning and rearranging Magic, but you won’t be able to use GF abilities or 
heal characters with items or magic.

It should be fairly obvious that you don’t want to fight the mighty Ultimecia 
with your party in this condition. Therefore, you’ll need to “unlock” your abilities. 
To do so, you must explore the castle and solve a series of puzzles to lure out 
Ultimecia’s servants. There are a total of eight puzzles, and it won’t be easy defeat¬ 
ing the Bosses without the use of your full powers. 

Rather than dragging you around the castle from Boss to Boss, the following 
will guide you through each Boss individually. This will give you a chance to figure 
things out on your own; you can then refer to this guide if you have trouble locating 
or defeating a particular Boss. As a reference, the Bosses are listed in the order you should fight them.

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The green circles seen throughout the castle are switch points. These switches 
aren’t levers, but instead a place where you can switch between your two parties. 
This will become necessary to solve some of the puzzles. 

Make sure that when you switch between parties, you also switch junctioned 
abilities. You definitely don’t want to enter a fight with only the Attack command 
unless you absolutely have to do so. 
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Although you can't use magic, you can still Junction spells to your Elem-Atk and Stat-Atk. Initially, you may want to 
Junction Drain to each party member’s Stat-Atk. Therefore, on each hit a character takes, he/she will heal himself/herself. Tl 
will help keep their HPs up during tough battles. You can also Junction useful spells like Pain, Sleep, and Death so that you 
get the benefits of the magic without having to cast the spells. 


Many of the Bosses use a specific elemental attack. If you customize your defenses before these fights, you can actually i 
the Boss to heal you instead of hurt you. You may also want to look at each Boss in the Bestiary (see pg. 194) so that you cai 
better prepare tor the battle if you decide not to read the individual strategies. 


A large part ot how well you will perform is determined by the order in which you choose to release your party’s abilities 
1 suggest starting off with Magic or GF Abilities. Magic and GF Abilities will give you the ability to heal your party with 

Cure magic or the Recover ability. Plus, it provides the added punch you'll need for some of the tougher Bosses with higher 
defenses. 


Don't forget about the Save Point outside on the steps of the castle. After exiting the front door, your abilities that were 
removed inside the castle return, so you can regularly save and heal your party. You may need to visit here often at first. 

However, remember that as soon as you re-enter the castle, your abilities—except those you’ve previously released—will be 
sealed up again. 


Sphinxaur/Sphinxara 


This is the easiest of Ultimecia's 
servants, and should be your first 
target. You can see the Sphinxaur 
from just inside the 
front door. It resides at 
the top of the stairs in 
the Front Foyer. Ascend 
the stairs and 
approach Sphinxaur to 
enter combat. 


At this point, you 
should only be able to 
use the Attack 
Command. This Boss has 
low HP, it's slow, and its 
attacks are weaker than you 
might expect. It can summon 
creatures to assist it, but 
they're typically weak crea¬ 
tures like Jelleyes. 
Additionally, this Boss likes 
to use Ice magic, so you may 
want to junction Blizzaga 
to each party member's 
Elem-Def.

Krysta doesn't have a lot of HP, but its crystalline body provides an extremely high defense against physical or magic 
attacks. This Boss also counterattacks any physical or magic attack with a punch that can cause close to 3000 hit points of 
damage. You can counter this attack by summoning powerful GFs. Diablos and Cactuar (or Demi for magic users) works really 
well in this battle. After summoning both GFs, the battle may be over before it actually begins. If you use magic, cast 
Meltdown before using spells such as Tornado, Meteor or Ultima. 
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Also, Krysta won't counterattack summoned creatures. In effect, this means that it will 
just stand motionless throughout most of the fight. However, be aware of Krysta's final 
attack—an Ultima spell. 
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Go through the door on the right side of the balcony in the Front Foyer, and 
follow the path to an art gallery. You’ll find two floors worth of paintings in the 
gallery. Upon examining them, you’ll discover that all but one painting has a title. 
Your task is to discover the title of the large painting by combining the titles of 
other paintings in the gallery. 


At first, this may seem like an impossible task, however, it’s really quite sim¬ 
ple.

It is imperative that you inspect all of the paintings even 
though you have this list. Otherwise > the titles will not appear when you 
go to name the large painting. 


It is extremely difficult to look at a painting and decipher its name with only 
the choices to work with. As luck would have it, though, there’s a clue nearby. 
Climb the steps to the second floor and check out the clock etched into the 
floor below. This is your clue. Can you figure it out from here? 


If you don’t understand, look at the numbers the hands are pointing to: VIII, 
IIII, and VI. All three numbers correspond with one of the paintings around you. 
Now try again to figure it out on your own. 


Here is one last clue if you still don’t see the relationship. The numbers rep¬ 
resent the letters in three of the titles.

HERE'S THE ANSWER! <Mddyh»k away if you want to figure this out on your 
own. In essence, the "V" on two of the numbers indicates that you should use only titles that have a 
"V" in them. The "l"s represent the exact number of "l"s in the titles. 

Thus, VIII stands for VIVIDARIUM, INI stands for INTERVIGIUUM, and VI stands for VIATOR. Enter 
the three titles in the order you would read a clock: hour, minute, and second. So the answer is 
VIVIDARIUM ET INTERVIGIUUM ET VIATOR, or In the Garden Sleeps a Messenger. 


After solving this puzzle, you'll find that a new Boss, Trauma, has appeared behind you. Trauma 
has a lot of HP and a solid defense against physical attacks. It can also create Dramas, which are 
miniature versions of itself. 

Trauma's main attack is its Mega Pulse Cannon, a devastating attack that hits each of your charac¬ 
ters hard. The Dramas also have Pulse Cannons, however, they're not as powerful. 

Begin the battle by summoning Doomtrain if possible. This will probably eliminate any Dramas, 
plus it should weaken Trauma's defenses. Follow this up with the Pandemona and Caduar GFs to really 
attack Trauma's remaining defenses. Any non-summoning character should use physical attacks or 
act as a "medic" for the others.

After defeat¬ 
ing all three parts, including Lefty and Righty, a lumbering behemoth, known as Gargantua, will crawl out of 
the ground. Gargantua is similar to Krysta, because of its power and magic attacks. It will respond to physical 
attacks with its Counter Twist counterattack, which causes around 2000 points of damage, so you'll need to use 
magic or GFs. 

Also, be prepared to cure abnormal status 
effects, because Gargantua uses Berserk on your 
party. This leaves your party no other option but 
to use physical attacks, which the Boss can coun¬ 
terattack. 

To be really prepared for this battle, Junction 
Earth magic to your party's Elem-Def and Berserk 
to their Stat-Def.

Make sure that you have a small supply of Aura spells (at least 18) in the Magic inventory of a character 
equipped with the Magic Command Ability. You should also have a supply of Full-Life and Curaga spells just in 
case you need them. 

That should do it! If you find you've forgotten something once you enter the battle / you can always try to 
regroup for a second assault. 

An Epic Battle 

Let me start off by recommending a party. I like Zell, Rinoa, and Squall for this battle. Give Zell Eden and 
the Item Command Ability. Give Rinoa the Magic Command Ability and Doomtrain. Give Squall Cerberus and the Magic 
Command Ability. Granted, a lot more goes into this setup, but these are the only specifics. You don't have to set 
up your party in this fashion, it just happens to be my personal favorite. 

As the battle begins, quickly summon 
Doomtrain, Cerberus, and Eden, however, DO NOT 
boost Doomtrain. Doing so will heal the Boss, but 
it will also weaken its defenses. This will enable 
you to cause double the damage using physical 
attacks, such as Squall's Limit Break. Cerberus 
will set up your spell casters with Double and 
Triple, which you'll use next. Eden will deal out 

the first dose of major damage. Attempt to boost Eden as high as possible to inflict maximum damage.

Make sure 
that if you choose Rinoa, only select the Combine Limit Break. You can't afford to 
lose control of her for the remainder of the battle.

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There’s one more task to undertake. If you choose to follow these steps, 
you can find a rare Rosetta Stone, which might come in handy before you 
challenge Ultimecia. 

First you must find the Floodgate Key. Follow the top-left hall from the 
Front Foyer and you’ll eventually reach a room with two elevators. To get 
the elevators to operate, you must load both sides simultaneously. The trick 
is that the higher party must weigh more than the lower party; otherwise, the 
elevators won’t work. Place all the males in the higher elevator, while plac¬ 
ing all the females in the lower elevator. You don’t have to put all the guys in one, but you should have at least two guys to one girl. 



After the lighter party gets lifted up, enter the room to find a small storage area. On the floor, you’ll find the 
Floodgate Key. Take the Floodgate Key to the Dungeon and use it to unlock the lever in the middle of the room. Move J 
the lever to close the floodgate, which stops the flow of water. 

Now head for the organ in the Chapel 
area. You may have been wondering what 
this was for. There’s a dark hall to the 
right of the fountain in front of the 
Chapel. Inside the hall you’ll find a gate 


made of spears. These spears retract when the organ is played properly. To 
play it properly, you must hit all eight keys (buttons) simultaneously. Once 
you’ve done so, go check the gate. If some of the spears are still up, return to 
the organ and try it again. 






When the gate is completely lowered, you can pass through it to find a shot 
canal. By closing the floodgate earlier, you drained the canal of water, so you 
can walk around inside of it. (If the canal is full of water, you need to go back 
and shut the floodgate.) In the dry canal, you'll find a box containing a Rosetta | 
Stone. You’ll also find a door that leads to the cell in the Dungeon. 


Ultimecia awaits your arrival beyond the Clock Tower. The battles ahead are difficult, but not as tough as Omega Weapon.| 
If you have trouble, just rely on the strategy in the Omega Weapon section. Otherwise, have fun and experiment a little.

| creature that a character can summon. You’ll acquire several of these creatures through 
out the game, relying on them heavily throughout its entirety. Guardian Forces will 
assist you in battles, strengthen your characters with new abilities and Junctioned 
magic, and they will help you acquire new magic, items, and even cards. 

_ Guardian Forces 


From Final Fantasy II to Final Fantasy VII, summoned creatures have always been 
I there to lend a helping hand in the heat of battle. Final Fantasy VIII has pushed the 
summoned creature’s role even further with the introduction of Guardian Forces. 

They're still the same powerful creatures you've come to know and love, and you’ll see 
I a lot of familiar faces, but this time their role is much larger than it has been in the 
iast. 

Rather than just assisting in battle, Guardian Forces actually determine the vital 
I stats and abilities of the character they’re Junctioned with. Face it, without a GF 
[backing him up, Squall is pretty much an ordinary guy thrown into an extraordinary 
circumstance. Granted GFs don’t do it all on their own, but they’re the basis on which 
a character is built upon 


>ning with 



Junctioning may sound complicated at first, however, it’s really quite simple. Open 
Ithe Main menu and select the Junction option, and then select a character. At first, only 
I the Junction option will be highlighted, because a GF must be Junctioned to a character 
efore the other options become available. 

Choose to Junction and select the GF option. A list of all of the GFs you’ve had 
Ijoin you thus far will be shown. Those in white are available for Junctioning. Grayed 
I out GFs are already Junctioned to the character you’ve chosen. GFs whose names are 
I opaque are already Junctioned to a different character. These GFs cannot be selected 
luntil they have been removed from the character they’re currently Junctioned to. 

After selecting a GF, back out of the screen using the • button. You must next 
[Junction magic to your character’s stats using the GF’s Junction abilities, assuming that 
Ithe GF has at least one. Junction abilities increase a vital stat by enabling you to 
I Junction stocked magic to the stat. Different types of magic have different effects on 
:he various stats. You don’t have to Junction magic yourself. If you want, you can 
elect the Auto option, and then choose to have the game prioritize increasing a charac- 
Iter’s Attack Power (Atk), Magic Power (Mag), or Defense (Def). The game will then 
■automatically choose from the character’s stocked magic, and make appropriate 
[Junctions based on what you’ve chosen. 


Note 


Always double-check the game's decisions when 
using the Auto Junction command. The game doesn't 
make any decisions based on your surroundings , and 
may equip spells to your attack or defense that you'd 
rather it didn't.

After boosting the character's stats, it's time to set the character’s abilities. The top three abilities are Command abilities. These are the options available 
to the character during a battle. Character's start the game with the Attack ability, but must be given additional Command abilities. Be very careful when 
setting these abilities. You'll almost always want everyone in your party to have the ability to Draw Magic. Also, it’s important to have at least one person 
who can use Magic and one who can use Items. 

The two abilities below the Command abilities are the Character abilities. These give your character additional bonuses to vital stats and other benefits. 
You can eventually have as many as four Character abilities equipped on a character, but at the beginning of the game you’ll have to make due with just two. 

Now your character is ready for battle. Over time, you’ll get a feel for setting up your characters to take full advantage of the abilities you’ve chosen. 

__ GFGmwth _ 

GFs grow throughout the game in a way that’s very similar to your own characters. Just as your characters gain experience and go up levels, so do your 
GFs. Any GFs Junctioned to characters in a battle receive an amount of experience equal to what the character they’re Junctioned to receives. However, if 
more than one GF is equipped on a character, the experience gets divided into equal shares between the GFs. 

Besides Exp (Experience Points), GFs also gain AP (Ability Points). AP is learned to teach GFs new abilities and comes in much smaller portions than 
Exp. AP is earned after any battle during which a GF was Junctioned to a character in the battle. If' more than one GF is Junctioned to a character, the GFs 
still receive the full AP amount rather than having to split it among them equally. 

Items can also teach GFs some abilities. In fact, you can only get some abilities by using these rare items. Overall, it’s much more effective to use an 
item to learn an ability than to wait for a GF to earn a bunch of AP. 

As GFs grow in strength, their Attack Power and HP also grow. The maximum level for any GF is 100. Teaching a GF certain GF Abilities, like HP+10%, 
can alter both a GF’s Attack Power and HP. The effect of these abilities is cumulative, so it’s best to teach a GF as many of these abilities as possible. 


A Love/Hate Relationship 


Guardian Forces are like any pet. The more they like a character, the quicker they'll respond to his/her call. This is known as a Guardian Forces' 
Compatibility Never overlook this when functioning a GF with a character. If a GF has a particularly low compatibility with a character, it may take an 
eternity for the GF to appear in battle. While waiting for the GF to appear, it will absorb damage targeted at the Junctioned character. 

In tougher battles, a low compatibility is a mark for death. You should try to get all of the GFs you use regularly up to at least a compatibility rating of 
800, but try hard to get the rating closer to 1000, which is the maximum. 

The compatibility rating can be raised in many ways. The easiest (and best) way is by summoning a GF. This raises the compatibility rating in most all 
cases by 20 points. If a GF is an elemental, you can also raise the compatibility by having a character cast magic of the same elemental type as the 
Junctioned GF. Healing GFs using curative GF Medicines will also raise a GF’s compatibility slightly. Lastly, you can find and use lots of items outside of 
battle as a sort of sacrifice that boost a GF’s compatibility with a character. 

A GF’s compatibility rating can also be lowered. This is typically due to the fact that you haven't been using a Junctioned GF, and have been using 
other Junctioned GFs regularly. GFs are as jealous as they are loyal. 


teaching an Old GF a New Trick 


Every GF begins the game with its basic set of abilities. Some abilities will have already been learned, while others will need a little work. There will 
also be some abilities that you can't even see until you’ve taught a GF some of its starting abilities. 

Only one ability can be learned at a time, so teaching a GF a full 22 abilities can take some time. In some cases, you may no longer need an ability as it 
may have lost its effect. For example, once a GF learns the ST-Def-Jx2, the ST-Def-J ability no longer has any effect. You can use an item known as 
Amnesia Greens to make the GF forget the ST-Def-J ability, which in turn enables you to replace it with a new ability by using an item whenever you 
choose to do so. 

You can guide your GFs on what they learn by accessing the GF section in the Main menu. Pay close attention to each GF, and try to personalize them j 
to fit your style of play. In the beginning, focus on SumMag+ abilities and Boost to strengthen the GFs’ attacks. Then focus on Junction abilities to 
strengthen your party’s vital stats.

Useful Abilities: By far one of Siren’s best abilities is the Move-Find ability. With this ability, you can see 
hidden Save Points and Draw Points as you explore the various locations. However, Draw Points on the World 

Map will remain invisible even if Move-Find is equipped. Without it, you’ll have to rely on maps or just plain 
guesswork. Treatment is another great ability. With this ability, you can instantly cure almost any type of abnormal 
status effect. Siren is also one of the few Guardian Forces with the ST-Atk-J and ST-Def-Jx2 abilities. These abili¬ 
ties enable you to Junction magic that causes or defends against abnormal status effects with your attack and 
defense. When used properly, these abilities are extremely helpful and powerful throughout the entire game.

You must search out Odin's lair inside the Centra Ruins and defeat him if you want him to join your cause. Odin is not a controllable GF. Once he joins you, he'll ran¬ 
domly appear at the start of about 1 in every 10 battles (except Boss fights). Riding through the battlefield on his mighty steed, Odin uses his sword Zantetsuken to cut your 
enemies in two. This attack kills all enemies on the battlefield. This is sort of a blessing and a curse. It’s great when Odin appears and cuts down a powerful creature like a 
LMalbom. but if you're trying to slock up on magic or steal an item from a rare creature it’s a bit of a nuisance. 


Phoenix 

l You can only summon Phoenix by using a Phoenix Pinion during a battle. When the Phoenix appears, it revives any K.O.ed characters and restores some of their HP. 

I Phoenix Pinions are hard to come by, but once you’ve summoned Phoenix there is a random chance that it will appear again later when your party is in trouble. 

Boko the Chocobo 

| As you probably already know, Chocobos are back in Final Fantasy VIII. And once again you can summon a Chocobo to aid you in battle. You won’t be able to do this 
until you’ve solved a puzzle in at least one of the many Chocobo Forests scattered around the world. During a battle, use a Gysahl Green to lure the Chocobo into attacking 
your enemies. 


Min/Mog 

i MiniMog is more of a GF ability than a GF. By using Mog's Amulet, you can teach a GF the MiniMog ability. When called upon, MiniMog will perform a dance that 
|restores all of your GFs HP. Tliis is great to have at the end of the game when Bosses actually begin targeting GFs. Each time you use MiniMog in battle, it’ll cost you Gil. 
The amount varies based on your character’s average level times 1(X) Gil. So if your average level is 20, it’ll cost you 2000 Gil. 

Moomba 

i Moombas are decent fighters due to their massive paws and razor-sharp claws, but it sure doesn’t seem like fighting is the first thing they have on their minds. You can 
call upon a Moomba by using a Friendship item in battle. 

Gilgamesh 

Near the end of Disc Three, Gilgamesh will appear if you already have Odin at that point. Gilgamesh is a lot like Odin in that you can’t control him and he appears 
! randomly. The biggest difference is that Gilgamesh can appear at any point during a battle (even Boss fights). What happens depends on which of his four sword attacks 
he selects: 

Zantefsuken Cuts all enemies in half, resulting in death 

Masamune Extremely strong attack against all enemies 

I Excaliber Strong attack against all enemies 

Excalipoor Causes I point of damage to each enemy

j The biggest challenge Triple Triad presents is the always-changing set of rules. So, while it may seem like a good idea to always play 
I your best hand, many times this is not the case. 

| When the rules are basic (Same, Open, Sudden Death, and Elemental), all you need are strong cards to win. You can simply over- 
| power your opponent by playing cards that he/she simply cannot beat. However, if some of the more advanced rules (Plus, Same Wall, 

I and Random) are in effect, it’s best to back off a bit and try to win the game through strategy, rather than brute force. 

Always play defensively. There’s no reason to take each card your opponent plays. Play a waiting game with your opponent and plan 
lead. Let your opponent trap his/her own cards, and then force certain moves by strategically placing your cards. 

Comers typically offer the best defense, while the center spot is obviously the worst. In some cases, though, you may find it benefi- 
J to play a card in the center at the start of the match to limit your opponent’s options. This works well against tougher opponents. 

Try not to spread the Random rule—it’s a killer. And although Open may seem like the best rule in the game, your opponent gains as 
buch from it as you do. Skilled opponents may gain too much from being able to see your hand.

Sounds a bit extreme, doesn’t it? It's not when you consider your task. You'll tind a lot ot 

Tonberrys near the entrance to the Centra Ruins. Your objective is to defeat 18 to 22 Tonberrys, 
which will lure out the Tonberry King. If you haven't fought Tonberrys before, you should be 
advised that they’re nasty. They have a lot of HP (20,000 on average), and they can kill a char¬ 
acter with a single blow. Tonberrys also have a powerful random counterattack known as 
Everyone’s Grudge. This attack typically causes over 2,000 points of damage to a single char¬ 
acter. To top it all off, you only receive 1 AP and no EXP for defeating a single Tonberry. 
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CHOCOBO 
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As with past Final Fantasy games, you can Find 
Chocobos and use them as transportation. This 
time around, however, you’ll only find Chocobos 
in Chocobo Forests, of which there are seven. A 
Chocobo Forest looks similar to other forests, but 
they’re dome-shaped. In order to catch a Chocobo, 
you must solve a puzzle in the forest you’re visit¬ 
ing. Alter solving the puzzle, you can find hidden 
items that make it so you never need to solve the puzzle again. In the following 
section, you’ll learn how to locate all seven forests and we’ll provide the 
answers for each puzzle. 
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Upon first entering a Chocobo Forest, you’ll 
meet an interesting boy appropriately named 
Chocoboy. He’ll give you a ChocoWhis and teach 
you how to use it for a mere 1000 Gil. The 
ChocoWhis is your tool for locating the baby 
Chocobos, called Chicobos in forests, so I’m 
afraid there’s no way to get around paying the ini¬ 
tial 1000 Gil.

After solving the puzzle, you can search for hidden items in the 
ground.

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While you’re attempting to solve the puzzles, Chocoboy will be standing by 
ady to assist you in several ways.

You can’t catch a Chocobo without a ChocoWhis. The first one 
will cost you 1000 Gil.

After obtaining all four rocks, return to Obel Lake and speak with the creature 
again. The rocks will be properly lined up for you to decipher the message. Read 
from top to bottom, starting on the right side and working toward the left. The mes¬ 
sage is “Mordred Plains has Treasure.” 

Head for Mordred Plains, which is the large plain 
north of Esthar, and explore the area while searching 
the ground. Upon searching, you’ll discover four rocks, 
with a human face. 

Each rock will tell you something different, but you 
only need to listen to one. The red-faced rock is a liar, 
so do exactly the opposite of what it says. This will 
eventually lead you to the treasure. When you search a spot and the red-faced rock 
says, “The treasure is not here,” you know you've found it.

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There are four places you can visit in the area outside of f. 

Esthar: Lunatic Pandora Laboratory, Sorceress Memorial, Lunar 
Gate, and Tears’ Point. All four locations are now highlighted on 
the World Map. 

Before you head for Lunar Gate, however, you should take a 
quick detour and go to Tears’ Point. There’s a valuable item at 
Tears’ Point known as the Solomon Ring. To use it, you’ll need 
18 items: six Steel Pipes, six 
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Remedy-!-, and six Malboro Tentacles. This item enables you to 
summon the GF Doomtrain. 

You can get the necessary items by stealing Steel Pipes from 
Wendigos, using the Medicine Level Up ability to create Remedy+, 
and by stealing (or winning) Malboro Tentacles from Malboros. You 
don’t have to fight Doomtrain, and once you summon it, it joins you 
without putting you through another grueling test.

You 
can’t see the crash site, but you’ll automatically get taken there if you step in the right area. Piet is sitting next to the escape 
pod cursing his bad luck. 




Toward the end of the game, you may need to do some quick level building. If you’re looking for AP there’s only one place 
to go: Cactuar Island. Each Cactaur you defeat is worth a whopping 20 AP. In no time, you can learn skills worth 200 AP. 

It you need EXP visit either the Island Closest to Heaven, or the Island Closest to Hell. Both are found on either the far 
east or west coasts. There you’ll find only the toughest enemies in the game. Bring Quistis along and leave her HP in the yel¬ 
low. Then begin each battle by using her Degenerator Limit Break. You'll quickly amass more experience than you ever 
thought possible. Also, be on the lookout for a mass of Draw Points on both of these islands. They’re all “unseen,” but they 
contain the best spells in the game and they all refill quickly.
